I have not 
had time to study the case, but I 
plan on doing so this weekend," 
Bettner said.

Rader said he had been told of 


the law section, Chapter 43, para- 
graph 120, subparagraph 14, a few 
days ago. He said he had read it 
at that time and thought that it 
concerned only the isuance of li- 
censes.

Ventilation 
Helps Curb 
*Water- Vapor 


Whenever a home is being insu- 


lated, there should be proper pro- 
vision for ventilation to let water 
vapor escape to the outside air in 
cold weather, it is pointed out by 
insulation engineers. 


Water vapor in the warm air in- 


side the house will condense on 


^cold surfaces, such as outer walls 


and roofs, in the absence of proper 
controls, and the water thus form- 
ed can cause damage to the struc- 
ture. 


Correct ventilation of the spaces 


between warm and cold surfaces 
will let water vapor pass harm- 
lessly to the outside air. One such 
method is to provide two or more 
louvers in an attic or crawl space, 
allowing for at least one square 


ift/oot of louver area for every 300 


square feet of exposed interior sur- 
face. 
' 


It also may be advisable to in-' 


crease the ventilation at places 
where much water vapor origi- 
nates, like the areas for cooking, 
washing, clothes-drying and bath- 
ing. 


Condensation also should be corn- 


batted with vaporseal on the warm 
side of the insulation. One type of 


^fiber blanket has an aluminum 


foil cover laminated to it, the foil 
serving as a barrier to,vapor as 
well as a reflector of heat. Thus, 
insulatio nand vaporseal are in- 
stalled in one operation when this 
material is used.

The slim new convectors finding 


popularity in today's homes are 
ideally suited for building into cab- 
inets, windows seats, bookcases and 
other wall units where wall space 
is limited. All that is needed for the 
convector to work efficiently is a 
space at the bottom of the unit 
where cold air can be drawn in to 
be heated, and an opening at the 
top to let the warm air out into the 
room. 


The enclosure, however, should 


fit tightly so that no air can bypass 
the heating unit.

A draw punch is 
ideal for this, or a ring of small 
holes can be made with a hand or 
electric drill and the metal punched 
out with hammer and cold chisel.

Wall, the state central committeeman from the 1st congres- 
sional district. Until Monday, Wall had been counted in the 
corner of Secretary of State Barrett. But Wall had been 
having troubles. He is under indictment, charged with sell- 
ing postoffice jobs, and it is conceivable that, between them, 
the governor and the Chicago bosses know more persons of 
influence than does Barrett. 
After Wall renounced his 


heresy, Al Horan, the acting boss of the Chicago machine, 
packed him into an airplane, flew him to Springfield, and did 
everything but handcuff him to make sure he didn't relapse. 
Wall's votes, the number cast in his district in the recent 
Democratic primary, were enough to put Dixon ahead of 
Barrett.

Every candidate tries to appear unbossed, but Gov. Ste- 


venson's" gyrations in this direction are somewhat painful to 
watch for anyone familiar with his record. He would not 
be governor if Boss Arvey had not picked him as a candidate. 
The machine staffed his state offices. 
Its payrollers, ap- 


pointed by him, brought on him the horsemeat and cigaret 
tax scandals and the faulty inspection that led to the fatal 
West Frankfort mine disaster. 


Machine delegations from Massachusetts and New York 


started the rush for him in the convention. At the time 
Harry Truman was sitting nearby in the Stock Yard inn. If 
as some have asserted, he was neutral in this struggle, it was 
a most benevolent neutrality. 


Dever and Truman and Arvey and Wall will all be with 


Stevenson in November. His problem is to pretend that they 
weren't there, and to present himself as the candidate who 
has nothing to do with machines. After the performance in 
Springfield Tuesday, that is going to take some doing.- 
cago Tribune.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Diverticula of Intestines 


\ 


Usually Shoiv No Symptoms 


Since about one person 
in 20 


develops what is known as a di- 
verticulum or ."divertuclosis", of 
te intestines, it is not surprising 
that many people write asking for 
information on that subject. 


It should be said at the start 


that childi en rarely develop diver- 
ticula. Young people do not have 
them often, but in the middle and 
later years of life, they become 
quite common. Actually, although 
common, diverticula usually pro- 
duces no symptoms whatever, and 
do not require any special treat- 
ment. 


Now. a diverticulum is a pouch 


or pocket leading off from a large 
cavity or tube. Diverticula (more 
than one diverticulum) are most 
common in the colon or lower part 
of the bowel. When these pockets 
do not produce symptoms the con- 
dition is called divertlculosis. But 
they can become 
inflamed and 


then the label dlverticulitls is ap- 
plied. • 


In diverticulitis the symptoms of 


inflammation vary a good deal. 
There may be a single slight at- 
tack of acute abdominal pain or 
several attacks of slight distress. 


Occasionally, the 
inflammation 


may be so severe as to cause a 
perforation or hole in the pocket 
abdominal cavity and 
producing 


peritonitis, abcess formation, or 
obstruction. 


The area involved may be sensi- 


tive to pressure, though of course 
many other conditions can cause 
such symptoms. For this reason 
the diagnosis is often difficult. 


Examination of the lower part 


of the bowel by the use of an in 
•trument called a proctoscope ia 


usually necessary. X-ray studies 
also help in establishing diagnosis.

iority can be treated by diet and 
other simple means. 
But this is 


not a condition which need trouble 
many people, especially if one of 
these pouches is discovered in the 
course of routine X-rays or tests 
for some other suspected disorder. 


WASHINGTON—NBA)—For illegally trying to ship 


strategic materials behind'the Iron Curtain, nearly 400 
exporting firms have had their trading licenses supended 
during the last four years. 


Some suspensions for minor violations have been for 


only a few months. 
Others are to run for the duration 


of the present emergency. 
In criminal cases involving 


some of the worst offenders, prison sentences of up to a 
year and fines of up to $10.000 have been imposed. 


The current list of exporters on the suspended list 


maintained by the Office of International Trade in De- 
partment of Commerce contains nearly 200 firm names. 
Over three-fourths Of them are American 
exporters. 


Most have offices in New York, but a few operate out 
of New Orleans, San Francisco and Miami. 


Of the others, 12 are Swiss, eight British, five Dutch, 


four Belgian, four Italian, two each fromTangier and 
Trieste, one each in Lichtenstein, Union of South Africa, 
Singapore, Hong Kong and Denmark. 


It is notable that all these are trans-shipping coun- 


tries having so-called free ports and bonded warehouses. 
These are the principal leaks-that have had to be plugged 
to keep materials from flowing to Soviet bloc countries 
through false bills of lading, dummy traders or forged 
custom papers. 


As far as the American exporting companies under 


suspension are concerned, one of the more amazing 
angles is that many of them are run by foreign business- 
men and naturalized Americans. At one time or another 
many of them have been subjected to Communist or Nazi 
persecution. 


MOST COMPLY WITH ALL JSKGULATIONS • 


Knowing first hand what the spread of totalitarian- 


ism means, they ncverthele.^ cannot resist the tempta- 
tion for profit by trading with what should be their worst 
enemy. 


The great majonty of es.ttblished American business 


firms, particularly the manufacturers, bend over back- 
wards to comply with every regulation and to make sure 
that their products are not diverted to the Commies. 


• A few case histories fiom the past year's work of 


investigating and enforcing U. S. export controls indi- 
cate the nature and the variety of products handled in 
this illegal trade: 


Anna and William S. Krasnow of Chelsea. Mass., de- 


nied export privilege for three months for trans-shipping 
1,000 tons of Canadian wool rags to Poland through the 
United States without piopor license. 


Dante Corti of Prato. Italy, denied all U. S. 'export 


privileges for the duiation of the emergency for submit- 
ting a false application for license to import 100,000 bales 
of U. S. cotton, valued at $19.500.000. 


Alphonse Widerkohr. Swiss importer, denied U. S. 


export privilege for diverting a shipment of 30 tons of 
cylinder oil to Hungaiv. 


David Zetland, New York exporter, denied all export 


license privileges for manipulating trans-shipment of 82 
steel roller bearings valued at $12.000 from Belgium to 
Switzerland. 


A. E. Ratner Chemical Co. of New York, denied all 


export privileges for planning to export a large shipment 
of aluminum oxide to Belgium, for later delivery to Hun- 
gary. 


SEIZED EXPORTS SMALL PART OF TRADE 


A. Givatowsky and his import companies in Brussels, 


Belgium, and Vaduz, Lichtenstein, denied export privil- 
eges for a year for concealing his intention to re-export 
a U. S. tractor and bulldozer from Belgium to Czecho- 
slovakia. 


Satis. A. G.. of Zurich. Switzerland, and N. V. Van 


Uden's Transport Bureau of Rotterdam. Holland, barred 
from all U. S. exports for falsely ordering an $118,000 
boring mill for an Italian firm, then trying to divert the 
delivery to Hungary. 


In the past year the United States has seized 260 


shipments valued at $415,000 because they were intended 
for ultimate delivery behind the Iron Curtain. 
In addi- 


tion, export of another million dollars worth of supplies 
was stopped while still in the paper-work stage. 


This is admittedly a small haul, considering that the 


total volume of U. S. exports in 1951 was about $15 bil- 
lion. The amount of contraband intended for shipment 
behind the Iron Curtain and actually caught is approxi- 
mately 1/100 of 1 per cent of this total legal trade. How 
much got through that wasn't caught, there is no way of 
knowing. .Butl). s. officials believe it isn't much. 


To stop even the trickle that was caught cost a great 


deal more than the value of the goods themselves. Every 
U. S. customs official is on the lookout for such ship- 
ments. And it takes nearly 1.000 government officials in 
Washington, in U. S. ports, in Europe and throughout the 
rest of the world to plan the policy and police the paper 
work to get the job done. It costs at least $5 million and 
mavbe double.

Jelly Making Success 


Perfect results in jelly making depend on the correct proportions 


of acid, pectin, sugar and water in extracted juice. Different fruits vary 
in these proportions so the amount of sugar, pectin, or acid added 
should vary with the fruits used. 


To eliminate guessing, a jelmeter may be purchased at a small cost 


ft'v'hich will enable you to test each fruit you use and will indicate the 


correct amount of sugar to use. For example, grapes in a half ripened 
condition need a certain proportion of sugar while a few days later 
when fully ripened, the proportion will be entirely changed. 


Very thin watery juice needs pectin, and can be improved by ad- 


ding commercial pectin or the juice of a fruit high in pectin, such as 
juice extracted from apples. Flavor will not be affected. 


Jelly will be more clear if juice is strained through a cloth without 


squeezing, though this does take more time. A second extraction with, 
squeezing will be more economical. 


Many fruits require 
additional 


l^tcid before extraction cooking. 
The usual recompiendation is to 
add lemon juice. 


For best results cook the jelly 


in small amounts in a large kettle. 
The larger the surface the more 
rapidly evaporation will take place 
and rapid cooking will preserve 
color, flavor and nutritive value. 


Jelly is done when it tests 221" 


F. with a candy or pelly thermo- 
« 


eter. For the "sheeting-off" test, 
p a cool spoon into the boiling

mixture, and as it nears the jelly 
point it will drop from the spoon 
in heavy drops. When two drops 
begin to fall at once or jelly 
commences to "sheet-off" frorh 
the side of the spoon, jelly is fin- 
ished and should be removed from 
fire at once.

wSome food superstitions die hard, 
even when the weight of scientific 
fact and long practical experience 
should kill them off. One mistaken 
idea which shows up each year at 
jelly-making time is 
that 
beet 


sugar is not so good for making 
fruit jelly as can sugar. Grocers 
have reported that housewives are 
likely to discriminate between the 
two. 


Cookery experts and sugar spec- 


mdists of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture agree that beet and 
cane sugar in refined granulated 


• form give equally good results in 


jelly-making, canning or cooking. 
The two sugars are chemically the 
same. 


To the housewife they say: If 


your homemade jelly doesn't jell, 
don't blame either can or beet 
sugar. 


Peaches In Preserves 


«jt)with commercial preserves on 
the expensive side, you'll find it 
pays to put up peach 
preset ves 


now while there's a good supply of 
fresh fruit. 


You can use the less 
perfect 


peaches in preserves, but they 
should be at "the firm-ripe stage. 


Here are directions for making 


peach preserves: Wash 
peaches 


and scald them in boiling water 
just lortg enough to loosen skins, 


ickly dip them in cold water, 


eel them and 
remove 
seeds. 


Either leave, them whole or cut 
into uniform pieces. Or 
to 
get 


smoother preserves and save time, 
you may put the fruit through the 
food grinder. 


To each pound of prepared fruit, 


allow si to 1 pound of sugar. To 
bring out flavor, you may want 
to add 2 teaspoons of lemon juice 
per pound of fruit. 


lombine the fruit and sugar in 


Iternate layers, and let stand 8 
to 10 hours or overnight before 
cooking. Or add the sugar and \i 
cup of water for each pound of 
fruit, and cook at once. In cither 
case, stir carefully while heating 
to boiling. Boil rapidly until the 
sirup is somewhat thick, stirring

To 
be really effective, the percentage 
should be close to SO per cent. 


Nylon, Orion and Dacron resist 


wrinkling, but if you want a blend- 
ed fabric to resist creases and hojd 
the press longer you had better 
study the label. Be sure that the 
content of any one of these three is 
at least 15 per cent, and preferably 
around 50 per cent.

Chicago Woman Injured 
Seriously in Crash Here 


A 23-year-old Chicago woman almost became the first Dixon traf- 


fic fatality since Dec. 16, 1947, when she was thrown from an automo- 
bile onto the sidewalk following an accident at Second and Ottawa ave- 
nues, early this morning. 


Her physician said today, how- 


ever, that she was "making prog- 
ress" in her recovery. He added 
that last night he "didn't think she 
would make it." He said she is in 
critical condition. 


Donnette Stennfeld, 23, received 


two ruptured lungs, cuts and 
bruises and a possible fracture in 
the accident. Her two girls friends, 
with whom she was leaving for a 
vacation in Texas, are also in the 
hospital with minor 
cuts and 


bruises. 


The accident occurred about 1:30 


a.m. when the girls' northbound 
car on Ottawa avenue, driven by 
Mary Patricia Miller, 24, of Dar- 
lington, \Vis., was struck from be- 
hind by the auto driven by James 
w. Joseph, 23. 514 Highland av., 
Dixon. 


Miss Miller, Miss Stennfeld and 


the third girl in the car, Joan Nuz- 
zarina, 23, of Spring Valley, were 
all thrown from the car as it spun 
about the intersection. 


Miss Nazzarina, asleep on the 


right side of the car, was thrown 
into a pile of brush where she re- 
ceived minor cuts. 


"Miss Stennfeld was thrown out 


of the car against the curbing and, 
seconds later, pinned there by the 
still moving automobile. Joseph 
and a passenger in his car, Charles 
Traynor, had to lift the front end of 
the car before they could free the 
woman. 


The driver of the car, Miss Mil- 


ler, received only minor injuries 
but was taken to the hospital later 
and treated for shock. 


Traynor, 24, 1117 Center st , was

The survey showed U. S. prices 


have gone up 10 per cent since 
1948. 
Figures for other countries 


ncluded; Britain. 28 per cent; 
S'orway and Sweden, 31; Canada, 
11; France, 43; Argentina, 185. 


Some experts, however, claim 


.he survey is not a fair guage.of 
:ounty - by - country differences 
nn cost-of-living. The U. N. takes 
1948 as the base year. By that 
ime, these experts contend, the 
U. S. already had undergone the 
worst of its postwar inflation but 
he process was just beginning in 
many-other countries. 


Basic foodstuffs, incidentally, are 
hown by the survey to have risen 
nly 10 percent in the U. S. during 
he past four years as compared 
vith 21 per cent in Canada. 38 
>er cent in Sweden and 37 per cent 
n France. British food prices, in 
ontrast to the rest of the nation's 
conomy, went up only 9 per cent.
